My duty obliges me to acguaint your 
Majesty that the Diplomatic intercourse with your 
Minister of Foreign Relations has become more than 
ever personally and grossly offensive on the part of 
the United States Commissioner since the Solemn 
Protest of your Majesty to the President made on the 
28th Day of April last and transmitted open through 
him to the Governnent he represents. 

Mr. Brown has, notwithstanding that Protest, 
attempted to draw into discussion a case arising 
between a French subject plaintiff, and an American 
Citizen defendant without waiting the action of your 
Courts thereon and in the ensuing corresponlence has 
abused in the most personal and agravating manner all 
the Ministers of your Majesty's Cabinet by turns, 
imputing to two of them the Commission or procurement 
of crimes, for which, if true, they ought to be 
expelled your service, 

The imputations particularly cast against 
your Law Adviser are in effect - Perjury - Falsehood - 
Wickedness - Imbecility - Blasphemy - Withholding of 
fine money = 


denial 
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denial of Justice - gross and habitual insults to 
foreigners in your Dominions, avowing for his character 
and acquirements the utmost contempt. In law each 
specific imputation is actionable whether regarding 
the station occupied by your Law Adviser as a 
Minister of the Crown or privately as a professed 
Lawyer, Tne party thus wantonly attacked is entitled 
to your Majesty's peculiar protection, because 
debarred from resorting for redress to the local 
Tribunals, His Associates in the Ministry are no 
less entitled to the assurance that your Majesty is 
able and willing to shield them from the impunity of 
Buch attacks.-

It was remarked that the decision was perhaps 
given to prevent the claim of indemnity. Mr. Wyllie 
stated that the British Government could never act 
upon such narrow ground, and that he had no doubt 
they had decided, justly as they thought, from the 
eviaence adduced. The King, wished to know what that 
evidence was, 

Mr. Wyllie remarked and Mr. Richards 
interpreted, that he wished he could see that His 
Majesty had any alternative of safety, but to submit, 
especially at the present moment when Mr Brown had 
stirred up so many things against the Government = 
that he, Mr Wyllie, had taken office, thinkirg that 
he would be able to smooth down matters with Mr Brown 
and General Miller, and he offered to be the Scape 
Goat, and for the good of His Majesty leave office, 
if in the issue of events, his withdrawal could avert 
any evil to His Kingdom, and preserve in office Mr 
Judd, Mr Ricord and Mr Richards, who were older 
servants and more useful to His Majesty than Mr 
Wyllie - that under these circumstances, he had no 
private interest to serve, and therefore the more 
weight was to be attached to his opinion that the 
best course for His Majesty was to submit to a demand 
made so peremptorily,

Miller were then agreed upon, and Mr. Wyllie received 
His Majesty's commands thereon. 

Mr Wyllie, Mr. Richards interpreting (with- 
out previous concert with any one present) asked His 
Majesty and His Chiefs to state freely their views as 
to the admission to the King's presence of Foreign 
Consuls. After some discussion in native, His 
Majesty said it was not his wish that Foreign Consuls 
should call on him whenever they pleased; that the 
present system was what he liked; that when Foreign 
Consuls wished to pay their respects or present any 
stranger of respectability, they might do so; or if 
they came to tell him any thing from their Governments 
they might see him; but that if they came to talk to 
him on business he wished to know the business 
beforehand, that he might know what to answer, end 
that there might be no trouble, end that they should 
tell the business to His Ministers that they might 
consider it, 

The Conversation turned upon the emphasis 
with which Consul General Miller, in his supplementary 
address, pronounced the words "Native Officers," which 
His Majesty, and all who understood English, had

The King said he could permit no distinction to be 
made between His Officers who were natives and those 
who were Foreigners, that both acted by His Authority, 
and conseguently were His Authorities, In this view 
all the Chiefs concurred. 

Several made remarks upon the inconsistency 
of Consul General Miller's refusal to tell Mr, Wyllie 
his business with the King, while he brought for Mr. 
Wyllie three letters, in his Pocket, to read in the 
King's presence; and they all saw that the Consul 
General wished that the King should follow his advice 
and not that of His Ministers. 

The King remarked that if Generaì Miller's 
rule were a good one, then he ought to instruct his 
Agent in London to demand to see Queen Victoria, 
without saying a word to the Farl of Aberdeen, and to 
complain of all Her Ministers, as General Miller had 
done, to him, 

On this there was much laughing, and the King 
and Chiefs interchanged some very shrewd remarks, 
upon the charges made by Consul General Miller, 
against His Ministers, for obstructirg his access to 
the King, compellirg British subjects to take the 
Oath of Allegiance, liberating Deserters from jail 
if they took it &c.. 

They said that the General had himself given an 
example of the necessity of the rule of giving 
previous notice of the complaints he was to make,

Mr. Richards asked the King if he understood 
what General Miller meant erout his letter of 
Credence. His Majesty replied, that he would believe 
all that the Consul General told him, in the name of 
and from the British Government, but that his second 
address was from himself, and not from the British 
Government; that Mr. Brown also had a letter of 
credence, that Dudoit might have one, and that other 
Consuls might have the same, and that if every Consul 
came to him with advice, he would never know what 
course to follow; the British Consul General might 
tell him, go this way,- the American, go that way, - 
the French go another way, and if the advice of the 
one offended the other, how could he excuse himself, 
by saying, Oh, it was the advice of the British 
Consul.

He then read his 
Address witn great mildness of tone, manner and 
expression. During all this time, the looks and 
bearing of his officers were modest, respectful 
and extremely gentlemanly, 

After reading his Address in English, the 
Commodore asked of His Majesty permission, for the 
Revd Mr. Armstrong to read it in natìve, Tnis was 
done by the Revd. Gentleman, with the same mildness 
of manner that the Commodore himself had used. 

When Mr. Armstrong had concluded, the Conmodore, 
handed the Address to the Minister of Foreign 
Relations, and said he was desirous of havirg a 
copy of it, in native. 

He then asked His Majesty's permission to 
retire; he and all his officers, bowed to the King, 
and on reaching the door, they turned round, and

After consicerable discussion, the King and 
Chiefs agreed that the burden of the Address was to 
find fault - that it appears to be carrying out the 
principles of Lord George Paulet, and adding credence 
to what the Consul General says without reason; in 
their view, where Lord George gave a few hours, the 
Admiral gives a few months, 

The Governor, Kekuanaoa, said that to his 
knowledge no man had been threatened to take the 
oath of allegiance, or imprisoned, or injured in any 
way - that it was too had to state in writing that 
the King had acknowledged Mr, Charlton's Deed of his 
own free will and accord,

All the Chiefs said it is so indecd, adding that 
it was a most extraordinary thing that the names of such 
men as Joe Booth and Andrew Auld should be presented 
before the King as evidence against his Minister, and 
especially as the matters complained of had never been 
mentioned before to any of us, According to the ancient 
and present usages of the Islands, if one man complained 
against another and that man denied it, the complaint was 
all set aside, until other evidence was brought to support 
it. 

The meanirg of the whole Address is to take 
possession of the Kingdom, and the King added, it is so, 
even without the semblance of enquiry into Justice, 

Paki observed, we always thought amongst our- 
selves it was proper to hear both sides, before judging,

fault, would result from the system of the Reports of 
Foreign Consuls, beirg supported, and their complaints 
redressed, without inquir:, by the Naval Forces of 
their Nations. It was for the purpose of preventing 
this, that I sent Haalilio and Richards to England. 

The King added, a Foreign Protectorate would 
be far preferatle, for under the system now threatened, 
he would not only be under the Foreign Consuls, but 
under such men as Joe Booth, 

The King said that the Petitions of the 
Natives, originated with Foreigners - that the idea 
never entered the minds of the Natives, John Ii 
added something about Mr, Brown and Mr, Hooper. 

The King said, from the appearance of General 
Miller when he met him, he perceives clearly that he 
wants to exercise the power himself and wants his 
(the King's) Foreign Ministers dismissed, because 
they resist that. Such was the character of his 
language. He wanted the King to go and pley chequers 
and billiards with him, and asked if he did not feel 
himself a prisoner. The xing said he understood the 
object of wishing to reduce him to the same level,

authority, and that if any chicanery or trickery had been 
used, it must have been so well done as to appear truth 
itself. 

Foreigners come here and say the Wnite Officers 
do things without our knowledge,- they come to us and 
enquire - we tell them, we do know, but they will not 
believe us. 

All the Chiefs concurred in the views of the 
King. 

The King and Chiefs remarked upon the conduct 
of Consul General Miller and upon the Address of the 
Admiral, that the effect would not be to increase their 
respect for Great Britain, as it was treating them as a 
nation not independent, It was added, Lord George was 
more courteous and treated them as gentlemen. 

The King said that he thought the Address of 
the American Commodore by far the most respectful to him 
as King, and the Premier added that it would do most good 
to America , 

Mr. Wyllie's draft of a reply was arranged and 
sancticned, the King and Chiefs making their remarks, 
especially on the difference there appeared to be between 
the spirit of the Earl of Aberdeen's letter, and the 
Admirals Address. 

The Council adjourned at 2, P. M.

Mr, Wyllie read, in English, Mr Abell's letter to the 
Governor of the 6th instant. Mr. Richards then read 
it in native to the King and Chiefs. A wish was 
expressed to know what were the occurrences that had 
led the American Consul so to express himself. 

Mr. Hopkins was requested to read his 
statement of Proceedings. 

Hughes was discharged on the 29th October, 
at his own request. 

Came into Court, for the Captain refused to 
pay him his wages. On the asi October, the Judge 
wrote to Mr. Abell, making him cognizant of Hughes' 
demand and wishing Abell to take cognizance of the 
case. 

On the 31st. OE MES Abell replied,stating that 
he could not act, but saw no reason why he should not 


avail himself of the Courts here,

On the lst Novr., the Sheriff was ordered to summon Capt. 
Lawrence, before the Judge. 

The Capt. appeared in Court, and Mr, Abell appeared 
as a witness, Court adjourned till Monday 3d Novr. at 
9 OClock. Hughes served from the lat April to the 29th 
Octr. The Capt. did not come on Monday. On the 4th 
(Tuesday) the Sheriff was ordered to arrest and vali 
Capt Lawrence, who threatened to sail without a Pilot. 
The Sheriff produced him. Having heard the decision of 
the Court, he said he would not pay it. He was informed 
that a Levy would be made on property on board, as more 
courteous than siezing his person. 

The Capt. threatened resistance if the Levy were 
attempted. 

Mr, Judd called on the afternoon of the 4th, 
stating that he had called upon Mr. Abell with a view to 
prevent extremities, and Mr. Abell promised to use his 
influence. On the 4th Novr., Judge Andrews wrote Mr. 
Abell informing him a the Judgment and reguesting him to 
detain the Ship. On the same day Mr, Abell replied that he 
would enquire into the claim, and meanwhile the ship should 
not leave, | 

Novr, ôth Hughes wrote to Judge Andrews withdrawing 
his claim. Same date, Judge Andrews wrote Mr, Abell that 
Hughes had witadrawn the suit, and it was no longer 
necessary to detain the ship. Mr. Abell returned a note 
of Judge Andrews! and asked nis own of the Sist Octr. 


He also wrote to

Judge Andrews, referring to his letter to the Governor. 
Novr. 7th. Mr, Abell to Judge Andrews, replying to his 
note of the 6th about the withdrawal of Hughes, and 
stating that the Ship California was only detained at the 
pleasure of the Master. 

The Sheriff's Report, dated 6th Novr, of the 
proceedings of the 4th was read. 

Sheriff Sea requested his Deputy, Funk to muster 
about a dozen of Constables and go on board and make the 
Levy. He did this in consequence of threats made by the 
Capt..- Funk was prevented from going on board to show his 
warrant, by armed men. Sheriff Sea applied t> the 
Governor for about 30 men, which were provided, but before 
they were used, Mr. Judd reguested him to call at Mr. 
Abell's Office, 

Mr, Judd himself called on Mr, Abell, expressed 
his regret that force had been resprted to, and asked Mr. 
Abell, if he could not undertake to settle the matter with 
the Captain, so as to stay those disagreeable proceedings 
Mr, Abell engaged that the Captain should not leave the 
Port, till he had settled with Hughes, 

On receiving this assurance Mr. Judd went to the 
Governor, who on hearing it, consented to withdraw the 
force, 

This took place about 4 P. M., after which all became 


quiet, and Guns were

discharged. 

The latter part of the correspondence was read 
in native to the King & Chiefs, at half past 6, P. M. 
They all expressed themselves astonished, after having 
heard his letter to the Governor, which was read first, 
as before stated, that Mr. Abell himself was not only 
cognizant of all that had been done, but cooperated with 
Judge Andrews and approved of the exercise of his 
jurisdiction. 

The view they took was, that, from the sota 
Octr to the 6th Novr., Mr, Abell acted right, because he 
followed his own impulses; and that on the 6th he began to 
act under the dictation of Mr. Brown, who is always bent on 
mischief.

The King remarked tnat in some respects, it was 
greatly better than the other - tnat the explanations of 
the Earl of Aberdeen were extremely kind and gracious, as 
all His Lordahip's communications were, and that he would 
always add what more was wanted hereafter, to free the 
Treaty from Defects. The Premier < that Lord Aberdeen had 
done every thing - & Paki - that it was all rignt, and let 
us not hesitate, for the American Commissioner may be here 
tomorrow, and he may be persuaded to make difficulties, 

Mr. Wyllie assured the King, that lí. Perrin, on 
the part of France had verbally, on the 213t instant, made 
similar assurances, and that he considered His Majesty 


guite safe in the hands 
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of two such nations, as Great Britain & France. 
The King and Chiefs readily assented to this, but said 
they feared some Foreign Agents, would take advantage of 
the ambiguity in Some of the articles, and give much 
trouble, as they had already done, under the old treaties - 
that they wanted treaties, whose wording was so precise 
that there could be no dispute about them, 

Tne King objected strongly to the 6th Article, 
as tending to keep his subjects poor, and ee 
heavy taxes upon them, as its effect was to open the door 
to all British and French Goods, that the natives could not 
make tnemselves, while it opened no Market for what Sugar, 
Molasses, Coffee, Tobacco &c. they could produce, so as to 
enable tnem to pay the French and Engiisn Merchants who 
brought goods. 

He said further, it was a good thing to raise 
the duty on Brandy & Wines, ut that the higher the duty, 
the more smuggling there would be, and there would be 
continual fighting between the smugglers and the Police, 
creating bad feeling between the Foreigners and the 
Natives, frequent law suits and much trouble, 

He would prefer a total prohibition, for then 
the law would be clear, and there would be no dispute about 
puynishing any one found with Brandy, and other hurtful 
drinks. 


It was proposed to grant a special 
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power to Mr, Wyllie, and a document was prepared, approved 
by the King, and signed by John Young, the Premier. 

Mr, Wyllie was instructed to explain all the 
defects of the Treaty, and to request the Agents of France 
and England, to add explanations of doubtful words and 
phrases, to define and authorize interpretations where 
necessary, and to write to their Governments, recommending 
alterations, 

Mr. Wyllie was ordered to notify Consul General 
Miller, & Mr. Perrin, of his powers from the King, and to

Nc. 17 of the 6th, with Brickwood's complaint of 
Consul General Miller, was read. 

Mr. Reynolds' Commission from the President of 
the Senate, his two letters of the 6th & Tin to 
Mr. Wyilie, and the principles PEE agreed 
to between Mr, Wyllie and Mr. Reynolds on the 7th, - 
were carefully read, interpreted and commented upon. 

Mr. Wyllie engaged to answer for Mr, Reynolds, 
that he would honorably act up to the principles 
declared, Mr. Wyllie added his belief that Mr.

The favor was granted on condition that Mr, 
Wyllie should pass to Mr, Reynolds orficially a copy 
of the principles approved of.

Gentleman, and meant to treat him with the greatest

Mr. Ricord stated condidly to the King that he 
and wr, Judd had sent their objections in writing 
to Mr. Wyllie, but the principles of Consular conduct 
as now laid before them, were strictly ir conformity 
with the laws of nations, and particularly so, Mr.

The copy of Boki's Grant of 234 July 1827, sent 
in to the British Commission was read, and Mr. Wyllie 
said it corresponded with the original which the 
Consul General had sent to Mr. Wyllie to look at. 
The King remarked that he remembered nothing of such a 
Grant when he was asked to confirm Charlton's Deed 
for the land and that he had never seen it, Mr. Judd 
replied, that it was not produced but it was mentioned 
by Mr. Simpson and inserted by him in the acknow- 
ledgement which the King had to sign, 

None of the Chiefrs present knew more than 

that Charlton with Boki's consent had after 1827 
built a wharf, in front of the land which they 
always believed to be his, inclining a little to the 
right ot that land away from Robinson's wharf. 

The Copy of Charlton's original title of the 
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9th December 1826, as sent in to the British Come 
mission was read; then M. de Fiennes! letters to the 
Governor of 30th April and 15th May, with copy of 
Consul General Miller's letter to M. de Fiennes of 
29th of April. 

Mr. Wyllie explained briefly the proceeding 
that had ensued in Court and the tenor of Consul 
General Miller's No, 89. It was considered, he was 
seeking to make this a case of Grievance against the 
Government. | 

Mr, Wyllie's letter No. 35 of the 22nd May 
to Consul General Miller, with its enclosures were 
then read, and considered sufficient to prove the 
fact that the King and his Government have nothing to 
do with the Caveat's of Mr, Ricord., 

Mr. Wyllie's letter to Starkey Janion & 

Co, of the 9th inst, and Mr, Janion's reply of the 
10th were read, Mr, Paki, John Ii and the Premier 
Laughed at the idea of Janion's being the real 
purchaser of the land, The King saic the land is as 
yet in dispute as to who is its true owner, and do 
they sell it - that would be too had. 

Mr, Wyllie's letter to M. de Fiennes of the 
9th and his reply of this date were then read. The 
der said that M, de Fiennes was obviously a man 
taking up all low cases with the view of making 
lawsuits and money, The King laughed heartily about 
his professed hopes of putting out Ricord, and 


get.ing in himself. 
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In this laugh they all joined, with many shrewd remarks 
upon his intimacy with Hooper, Doctor Wood, Brown, 
Brinsmade, General Miller and all the opponents of 
Government. 

Then was read Mr, Wyllie's No, 38 to the Consul 
General, explaining what had been done ir Court and Mr, 
Wyllie's surprise at the General's acting in this matter 
inconsistent with his letter to the Governor of the 234 
August, and his letter of the 18th September to Mr, Wyllie, 

Paki and others remarked, we then thought, that 
there was an end of Mr, Charlton's claims with the General. 
The King remarked, yes, so we thought, but give up this new 
claim, and then the General will claim the whole harbour, 
They all agreed that in some way or other, not disrespectful 
to the British Government, an end must be put to these 
pretensions coming upon them unexpectedly, contrary to all 
law and usage amongst them, 

The Consul General's No. 84 of Sta June to 
Mr, Wyilie was carefully read and sila a: 

After hearing the concluding paragrarh relating 
to the King and Chiefs, Paki with great animation said, 
well suppose we should call upon Miller, Hooper, Brow, 
Brinsmade and others and tell them ourselves what ya 
think of them and their demands. John Ii (I think it was) 
said so it was with the women, Foreigners used to say it

Missionaries that prevented them from going on board 
ships, and that the Chiefs were quite willing to do 
the right thing - that is to let them go on board, 
The King said, we irdeed did wish to give Foreigners 
lands the same as natives and so they were granted, 
but to the natives they are revertable and the 
foreigners would insist that they have them for ever 
and that the Chiefs should have nothing to do vith 
them, They gave much trouble, and therefore, he 
could not favor them as much as he vished. 

Another said, we thought these men, (the Consul 
General and others,) were high men in their own 
countries, but they act like low men, even as the 


lowest here, 


Mr. Wyllie's suggestions of 8th June to the Cons 
sul General were read and considered, The Premier 
remarked, if this had been admitted, there never 
could have been any difficulty, with which all the 
Chiefs agreed: The King added, certainly they could 
not then fignt every day. Mr. Ii remarked the 
suggestions would make things smooth and fair on 
both sides, 

The Consul General's note of 10th June, 
in reply to Mr. Wyllie's No, 40 was read, The King 
and Chiefs were glad that Mr, Wyllie's letter No, 
35 of 22nd May and enclosures had been sent to the 
British Government, as they would see clearly tnat 


the King had nothing to do with the Caveats, 
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and that he could not prevent Victoria's private suit. 

The Consul General's note, handing M. de 
Fiennes' Report to him, of 25d May was read, 

General Miller's reply of 15th June to Mr. 
Wyllie's suggestions was also read, 

The King remarked, so the Consul General does not 
like to hear the truth when it ìs told him, he wants it to 
be witadrawn, and that only things pleasing should be 
written to him, even though not true, Paki joined in 
this with great laughter. 

As regards the Consul General's contra sug* 
gestion in regard to discussing matters of business in 
private communications with Mr, Wyllie, the King expressed creat 
doubts, from what he heard and knew, that such communica- 
tions were private with the General. He saw great dif= 
ficulty and danger in such a system. 

The Attorney General rose and said that as a 
reference was made to his letter of the 2nd Feby, ne 
begged to state that that was an entirely private l 
communication, on his own responsibility, and to remind 
Mr, Wyllie that the Consul General nad himself so admitted 
in one of his official letters, 

After a good deal of further discussion, it was 
resolved, on motion of the King, 

That Mr. Wyllie, in his name, request Consul General 


Miller either to admit Mr. Wyllie's 
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suggestions, in which case no correspondence unless under 
special will reguire to be published, or that 
henceforward all correspondence on business witn the 
Consul General, be exclusively official and that in all 
contentious cases tne notes exchanged be published as 
under His Majesty's General order of the 2nd. September 
1845, which the Legislature fully approved of before its 
adjournment, 

The packet of vouchers relative to the Cession 
of the Islands, under Mr, Wyllie's Seal and the Consul 
General's were then considered in relation to the circum- 
stances under which the King confirmed Charlton's Deed on 
the 23d Feby 1843. The King and all the Chiefs thought 
that, no man in his senses, could on such evidence, doubt 
the great intimidation tnat had been used, and that it is 
an insult to the King of the rudest kind for the Consul 
General to assert privately and officially, that the King 
ratified the deed voluntarily and only from his deliberate 
conviction of its validity. 

The following resolutions were then passed, viz: 
int That Mr, Wyllie respectfully enguire of the Consul 
General in tne name of His Majesty, the amount of the 
consideration money paid to Mr. Charlton by Mr. R. C. 
Janion for the land Pulaholaho, 80 as that His wajesty may 
take 
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into consideration the Consul General!s claim for 12 per 
cent interest on $10,000, and whether the Consul General 
makes that claim positively by right of instructions from 
Mr, Charlton or from Mr, Janion or merely, on his own 
responsibility, advances it as a matter of nis private 
opinion, 

2nd That Mr, Wyllie request to know definitiveiy and 
certainly all other claims that are to be brought forward 
on behalf of Mr, Charlton, 

sa That Mr, Wyllie, in the King's name, request to know 
of the Consul General, if from a perusal of the sealed 
papers transmitted wita Mr, Wyllie's No, 42, the Consul 
General sees reason to retract his assertion repeatedly 
made that His Majesty confirmed Mr. Charlton's alleged 
Title, on the 234 of February 1343, without any constraint 
whatever and of his own free will and accord, 

4th That this meeting do adjourn to Thursday the 18th 

at 3 oClock, and that the Premier, Mr. Judd and wr, 
Wyllie, ve appointed a Committee to draw up a series of 
Resolutions expressive of the views of His yajesty and of 
His Privy Council, in all these matters relating to Mr. 
Charlton that the Consul General has so vexatiously 
agitated - said resolutions to be submitted for the 


approval of the King & Council at that meeting.

They were unanimously of opinion that the 
Commodore's letter and suggestions should be entered 
upon the Minutes, and that the Commodore's pacific 
suggestions be at once acquiesced in, as those of 
the friendly Representative of a great and friendly 


nation. 


U. S. Frigate Congress, 
June 16th 1846. 
Sir, 
Your Excellency is already acguainted with my 
arrival in the U. S. Ship Congress, at the anchorage 
off tne harbour of Honolulu. 


It is my duty now 
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to inform you, that a Commissioner from the United States 
accredited to the King's Government came out in the 
Congress, bringing with him a letter from the President of 
the United States, addressed to the King. The time and 
manner of tne reception of this Commissioner seems now to 
be a matter of more importance than ordinarily attends 
such an event; I tnerefore take leave to suggest, as the 
most friendly and best course, that an informal conversa- 
tion on taat subject be held between you and myself - 

For whicn purpose I will call at the Foreign Office at any 
time you mav please to appoint. I will not detain your 
Excellency with the expression of any personal good will 
towards the King's Government;- let my acts show that:- 
nor is it needful to say what deep interest a large portion 
of the people of the United States take in the prosperity 
of these Islands, Is that not recorded in the praiseworthy 
acts of those noble missionaries vho have come from them, 
and who have suffcred 8very contumely and reproach, and 
braved every danger, to subserve the best interests of the 
King's Government, It is perhaps quite as unnecessary to 
say a word in regard tc the concern, that the President 

of the United States feels for the honor of the King, and 
welfare of his subjects; and that truth should prevail, 


and justice be maintained

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throughout His Majesty's dominions. Is not that already 
recerded in the archives of your office? Then let this 
last act of the Presicent!s testify. But I will venture 
to say that no one does more highly appreciate the wisdom 
and justice which has characterized the Government of the 
King, than the President oi the United States.

My great object in making this or any other 
suggestion ir. regard to the manner of Mr. Ten Eyck's

high moral character, as well as the political influence 
of this Government. 

I now therefore propose, that Mr. Brown be 
permitted to perform his duties as Commissioner from the 
U, States, until after Mr. Ten Eyck has been properly 
introduced ~ this will remove from me the necessity of 
making any inquiry into the conduct of the Govt. in 
relation to the suspension of Mr Brown's functions, and of 
course remove the necessity of my expressing any opinion 
in regard to that matter = Ncthing in this act will be 
considered as intending to express any other opinion in 
regard to the action of this Govt., than they have hereto- 


fore expressed, 


The Governor, Paki and Several of the Chiefs 
expressed their doubts if the restoration of Mr. Brown 
would not be construed into an admission that he was right 
and the Govt. in the wrong - and if there might not bea 
trap in this matter, indicating great distrust of Mr. 
Brown, 

Mr. Wyllie said the Government were dealing with 
the Commodore who was too brave and honorable a man to 


deal in traps - that his voluntary letter of yesterday 


proved in what a kind and generous spirit, he 
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made his suggestions - and that in reality, they only 
replaced things in the position in which they were when 
the President of the U. States, at the King's request 
remedied the evil, 

The King saiâ that was true, but in the meanwhile, 
it was not known whether the President would remedy it or 
not, and fresh events occurred, which might have ended in 
blood-shed, if he (the King) had not suspended Mr. Brown, 

Mr, Wyllie said, all that had been represented 
to Commodore Stockton and the Commodore only meant to 
replace things, after all danger was over, as they were 
when the Presiâent had interposed, and in fact to establish 
a precedent here, which would have the effect rather of 
strengthening than weakening the King's Prerogative, 

His Majesty readily saw this, and intimated that 
he consented out of respect to the U, States and the 
pacific suggesticns of the Commodore, 

Some remarks were made about Credentials and 
other details, which Mr. Wyllie said, the Commodore 
himself would arrange ir the most proper and decorous 
manner. 

The King said, Saturday, would suit him to 
receive the Parties, if all the details could be previously 
arranged, and wr. Wyllie promised so to notify to Commodore

Kekuanaoa asked 
if it was not probable that the Admiral had suggested this 
course to prevent the effect of the reference made to 
England. 

Mr Wyllie thought not, the Admiral was too 
honorable, and the great point was to get him to enquire 
and judge for himself. John Ii and the Governor strongly 
objected, but at last agreed upon condition that the 
following words should be added, so as that the effect of 
the Resolution should not be to shut out all hope from the 
British Government, 

"But this is to be understood as a matter of respect, 
"and not as any admission whatever to the prejudice 
"of Victoria's title to the land, as the British Govi 
"may hereafter view it, under the references made." 

Then recommendation No. 2 was adopted, the King 
at once acceding to it, and so also Paki, though he 
considered himself insulted

Afterwards the extracts from the Earl of 
Aberdeen's letter of the Sist January to Consul 
General Miller, were read and discussed, and Resolu- 
tion No, 3 was passed unanimously.

The three Resolutions of the 11th of August 
weré read, as passed to Consul General Miller. 

The Consul General's Memorandum consisting 
of three articles left with Mr Wyllie on the Rete, 
were read - also the other memorandum left on the 
same day, stating that the Parties claiming the land 
ought to be indemnified by the British Govt., or just 


cause shown. 
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After a long discussion the three following Resoe 
lutions were passed, 

Resolved, - that Mr Wyllie is instructed to reply to 
He Bi M's Consul General, that out of respect to Sir 
Geo: F. Seymour, as Commander in Chief of H. B, M's 
Naval Forces in this Ocean, Mr Ricord as Curator for 
the Estate of Mr Greenway and Attorney for Victoria 
Kamamalu, has offered to accede to the Consul 
General's reguests in regard to the Caveats provided, 
in the opinion of Sir George, after hearing the 


particulars they can be withdrawn rigntfully and 


justly under the laws of the Kingdom, 


Resolved, - That if a palpable injustice has been 
done to Mr Ruddack, it nas been done by individuals;- 
that it is for Ruddack to prosecute those individuals 
in the proper Court, and that H. 3, M's Consul 
General is invited to produce there, or make Ruddock 
produce his proofs, of the palpable injustice com- 
plained of, and point out those persons who have 
persecuted him or egged Paki on to persecute him as 


the Consul General takes upon him to affirm. 


Resolved, = That Mr Wyllie, in His Majesty's name 
and for the sake of fair and impartial justice, 
request from Admiral Sir Geo: F, Seymour to accede 


to the three Resolutions passed on the llth inst, 
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and to listen to what His Majesty's Ministers therein 
named have to sav upon the points insisted upon by 

H, 3. M's. Consul General so as that they may be 
settled to the entire satisfaction of Rear Admiral 
Seymour, and in conformity to the policy of Great 
Britain which the Earl of Aberdeen declares to be to 
respect the ki independence of the King as Sovereign, 


and do him and his country all the good in his power. 


Afterwards Mr Wyllie informed the King and 
Chiefs that both to the Consul General and the 
Admiral he had offered to produce each chief from the 
Premier downwards, without having any previous 
communication with them, allowing the Revd Lowell 
Smith, who was known to be no friend of the King's 
Ministers to put what questions they pleased, upon 
all points, but more especially whether the King's 
Foreign Ministers exercised any restraint over His 
Majesty - whether they domineered over the Chiefs = 
whether the Chiefs felt an interest in the question 
of Charlton's land - or had any hand in urging the 
Chiefs to oppose the British Government in that or 
any other matter, 

The King and Chiefs laughed very heartily, 
remarking, - so they think we are fools - that we 


know not the value of our own 
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lands, and that all the trouble that foreigners have 
given us about lands, raising all manner of claims 
and difficulties, has had no effect upon us. 

Paki again, proposed as he had, at a 
meeting long ago, to be allowed to call and tell 
them what they thought of them, or said he, I will 
go to London, and as I am not a Foreign Officer, 
perhaps they will believe me, 

They all expressed great anxiety that 
Ruddock would bring forward his c:aims, while the 
Admiral is here, and that all other British subjects 
would do the same, that the Admiral might see upon 
what trifling grounds the Consul General has made him 
come from the Coast, and that it is he that excites 


Britisn subjects to complain, and prevents justice.
